State Rep. Finegold using $100,000 to target area

State Rep. Barry Finegold will 
hold a forum to discuss the new 
Nursing Home Consumer Satis- 
faction Survey at 10 a.m. 
Wednesday, March 13, at the 
Andover Senior Center. 

The survey will ask residents 
and their families about Massa- 
Chusetts nursing homes in an 
effort to uncover the root of abuse 
and other problems 

Hoping to improve the quality 
of care in nursing homes, Fine- 
gold successfully rallied 
$100,000 of state money for the 
survey last year. This year will be 
the first that the survey is imple- 
mented. 

“Everyone wants to know how 
we can make nursing homes and 
quality of care for residents bet- 
ter,’ he says. “Yet no one is ask- 
ing the people who live there. 
This survey will fix that.” 


The state already issues “report 
cards” to nursing homes, but they 
don't always reflect what's going 
on, says Finegold. He decided to 
pursue the survey after learning 
about a Lawrence nursing home 
where an elderly person was sex- 
ually abused. That nursing home 
had done very well on its report 
card, Finegold says. 

“It's almost like failing a test 
and getting an A on your report 
card,” he adds 

The forum is an opportunity 
for residents and families to voice 
what they think the survey should 
cover. The state will then hire a 
university or private firm to con- 
duct the survey in the next couple 
months, says Finegold. The 
results should be available on the 
state's Web site approximately six 
months later. Wisconsin and 
Florida already conduct similar 
surveys, says Finegold.

support for the warrant article at 
Town Meeting, he'll give them 15 
acres for playing fields and build 
an access road and parking lot to 
go with them. 

Attorney Mark Johnson Says 
many residents in the neighbor- 
hood have been notified of the 
plan and some attended a recent 
informational discussion. 

“We understand there are 
neighbors who are concerned. We 
met with them and hope to contin- 
ue the dialogue,” says Johnson. 
“We're not making light of their 
concerns.” 

The industrial zone Cormier is 
asking for is the most restrictive 
industrial zone there is, Johnson 
Says. It limits all buildings to a 
maximum height of three stories. 

He also argues that the land is 
quite close to Tewksbury, where a 
hotel and other office buildings 
already exist. Supporters agree 
that Cormier’s development 
wouldn't be much different. 

Peg Campbell from the 
Andover Soccer Association Says 
Cormier’s development will likely 
bring Andover about $500,000 in 
tax revenue. The fields will not 
Cost taxpayers anything, as the 
leagues will pay for field construc- 


tion and maintenance, she adds. 

Jim Arnold, a member of the 
Little League board of directors, 
says the deal is an opportunity that 
the town can’t pass up. 

“I don’t anticipate in the next 
three to five years any money or 
(other) land becoming available.” 
he says. 

For the past few years, town 
officials and various leagues have 
attempted to develop land at the 
Recreation Park gravel pit to ease 
the demand for playing space.

Berta 
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Town could take land for project 


Resident: Sewer expansion could croak 200-year-old oak

One obstacle stands between 
the Forest Hill neighborhood and 
its soon-to-be sewer service — a 
lone oak tree. 

But that tree is why selectmen 
are considering an “unfriendly” 
land taking for the $30 million 
sewer expansion project. 

By claiming eminent domain. 
the government can take private 
land for public use at a fair market 
price, if it determines the action is 
for the greater public good. 

A 20-foot easement through 10 
Deerberry Lane is necessary for 
the contractor to continue the pro- 
ject, says Public Works Director 
Jack Petkus. Property owners Tom 
and Karyn Sheehan refuse to grant 
it. 

The easement, the Sheehans 
Say, runs too closely by a 200- 
year-old oak tree. An arborist that 


the couple hired says the tree could 
die “a slow death” with the 
pipeline disturbing the root sys- 
tem. 

The couple expressed their con- 
cerns to the town project’s engi- 
neer, Camp Dresser & McKee, a 
year and a half ago, Tom Sheehan 
says. The engineer revamped the 
plans slightly and moved the ease- 
ment line a little further from the 
tree. The couple, who doesn’t want 
to have to pay for a new tree along 
with the $7,000 betterment they’re 
facing, says it’s not far enough. 

But Petkus, who insists he can’t 
move the easement any further, 
says their reason doesn’t warrant 
putting off the project. 

“He just doesn’t want (the ease- 
ment) there. That reason isn’t good 
enough,” he says. 

Petkus says the Conservation 
Commission will not allow him to 


move the easement further from 
the tree because of nearby wet- 
lands. Besides, he argues, the town 


will guarantee the replacement of 


any tree that dies within five years 
of the sewer work — a sufficient 
warranty, according to the town’s 
arborist. The couple’s arborist dis- 
agrees and says the tree could take 
as long as 10 years to die. 

“Why don’t we get a third 
arborist and see what he says?” 
says Selectman John Hess. 

The Sheehans say they will 
seek the advice of a third expert 
and both parties will meet to settle 
the matter Monday, March 11 at 
the selectmen’s meeting. 

Petkus says the town has offered 
the Sheehans a fair market value 
for the easement. The Sheehans 
say they are in the process of hiring 
an appraiser and will negotiate an 
easement price with the town.

fully,” she said. Students in grades 


one through five have media for 


45 minutes each week and kinder- 
gartners have media for 30 min- 
utes. That doesn’t count unsched- 
uled visits by students seeking 
information for projects and 
reports. “It’s a constant parade.” 
said Quimby. “There are always 
books to be mended and there are 
always books to be shelved.” She 
said that the media center also 
supports the classroom teachers 
by assembling materials they need 
for classes. “It will be devastating 


not having an assistant,” said 
Quimby. 

But the schools’ libraries are 
not the only areas being hit. Two 
people at Andover High, called 
liaisons, which Superintendent 
Claudia Bach described as hall 
monitors, will be cut. “They're 
like cops,” said Bach. She said 
they are the first people to Spot at- 
risk kids, 

Bancroft School is losing its 
assistant principal. Joyce Fahy- 
Laundre is another person who 
will be out of a job next year. 
“There will definitely be an 
impact,” said Bancroft principal 
Scott Morrison. “Joyce has 
brought a lot to Bancroft School 
this year,” said Morrison, He 
called Fahy-Laundre a “key con- 
tributor” and said that the assistant 
principal position at Bancroft was 
really a “co-principal.”

Fahy-Laundre shares with Morri- 
son are discipline, teacher evalua- 
tions, and curriculum planning. 
The school-office building is los- 
ing a part-time business clerk. 
But the job cuts are only part 
of this story, as there are positions 
being eliminated as teachers and 
workers leave schools to assume 
new jobs at the new schools. 


Three full-time music lesson posi- 
tions will be eliminated from the 
budget. The instructors will be 
reassigned at the new schools. 
Stipends for these teachers will 
remain, but parents will have to 
pay fees for lessons, as they will 
for other extracurricular activities, 

A middle-school physical edu- 
cation teacher is also being cut 
and as well as an integrated tech- 
nology specialist. 


The failure of the override will 
bring cuts even more drastic and 
painful for educators and students, 
say education advocates. 

The budget knife will turn to 18 
more school employees from 
assistant principal to guidance 
counselor or to classroom teacher, 

Speaking of the preliminary 
budget cuts planned if the override 
fails, School Committee member 
Tina Girdwood said, “The critical 
items are the classroom teachers.” 

The override failure plan 


involves the loss of six existing 
classroom teaching positions. 
Girdwood said that keeping class- 
rooms at their current sizes was a 
priority. But cutting the six teach- 
ers “will have an effect on class 
sizes,’ said Girdwood. 

Keeping more teachers means 
cutting support staff. “Having one 
guidance counselor at the middle 
schools — at Doherty that’s one 


guidance counselor for 600 kids,” 


said Girdwood. “It’s not adequate 
to properly service those kids.” 


The plan cuts media assistants 
from the middle schools and 
involves the loss of a physical edu- 
cation teacher. 

Superintendent Claudia Bach 
said that 22 positions will be cut, 
and more than 17 people will lose 
Andover jobs. If the override does 
not pass, school officials also say 
they will trash a plan to hire four 
new full-time and one part-time 
teacher for Andover High School 
The South School assistant princi- 
pal position would be eliminated.

Desmond Bush’s educational

Guest teacher, but in light 
column of the popularity of 


our president's 
eeeeeeseesesesee educational pro- 
posals, it seems 
that there are many people who have lost 
sight of the true purpose and essence of 
an education. Many parents believe that 
high test scores will turn into an accep- 
tance to college which will then turn into 
employment opportunities. To many 
people, this is the purpose of an educa- 
tion — knowledge for money. Our school 
administrators and politicians respond to 
this attitude and are now leading us to 
the point where we are turning our pub- 
lic schools into test preparation centers 
instead of places of genuine learning. 
Such philosophies diminish the 
meaning of education and the signifi- 
cance of our diplomas and degrees. It 
reminds me of the scene in The Wizard 
of Oz in which the Scarecrow asks for a 
brain and is told by the Wizard that the 
world is run by people who have even 
fewer brains than he has, but they have 
one thing that he hasn’t got, at which

point the Wizard pulls a piece of parch- 
ment out of his magic bag and presents 
it to the Scarecrow as a degree in 
“Thinkology.” At last the Scarecrow and 
everyone around him is satisfied that he 
has a brain. As I observe the education- 
al policies of federal and state leaders, I 
suspect that they have sorely missed the 
beautifully made point of L. Frank 
Baum. 

This is not to say that an education 
isn’t to be used to prepare for a career or 
a profession, but to think of it only in 
those terms is damaging to an enlight- 
ened society; it trivializes knowledge 
and eliminates the concepts of under- 
standing and perspective. By making 
knowledge trivial and associating it with 


material gain, we have created a society 
where we only study to pass a test, or to 
appear on a game show where questions 
concerning the works of Michaelangelo 
are of equal importance as those con- 
cerning Gilligan’s Island. But, worse 
than that, we have institutionalized this 
attitude; our public schools and the insti- 
tution of the family itself have willingly 
used this “knowledge for materialism” 
concept to motivate our young to do 
their homework and get good grades. 

Perhaps part of the problem lies in 
the distorted view we have of public 
schools. The responsibility of a public 
school is not to mass produce a force of 
worker bees, nor is it to be a farm sys- 
tem for colleges and universities; a pub- 
lic school system is meant to construct 
the foundation upon which a person 
may build a meaningful life. For an edu- 
cation is not achieved by the time a per- 
son reaches the age of 17 or 18 as our 
test scores and diplomas might insinu- 
ate; it is a lifetime endeavor. This is why 
we rightly call our graduation cere- 
monies “commencements;” they are 
beginnings, not ends. 

The purpose of an education is to 
empower and enrich the individual. It is 
to give a person understanding, perspec- 
tive and dignity so that they may better

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Drilling refuge 
like ‘damming the 
Grand Canyon’ 


Editor, Townsman: 

I was disappointed last summer 
when the House of Representa- 
tives voted to open the Arctic 
National Wildlife Refuge in Alas- 
ka to oil drilling — a choice that 
makes no sense economically or 
environmentally. 

Ninety-five percent of Alaska’s 
vast North Slope is already avail- 
able for oil and gas exploration 
and leasing. The coastal plain of 
the Arctic Refuge represents the 
last 5 percent that remains off-lim- 
its to drilling. No one knows if — 
or how much -— oil is there. But if 
there is any oil there, estimates 
are, it’s less than a six-month sup- 
ply, and it will take 10 years to 
bring online. 

Ultimately, no amount of oil is 
worth the cost of drilling the Arc- 
tic Refuge. It would be as fool- 
hardy as damming the Grand 
Canyon or tapping Old Faithful. 
The Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge is America’s Serengeti - 
home to polar bears, wolves, and 
migratory birds — and it is the 
birthing grounds for the Porcupine 
River caribou herd. 

Drilling the Arctic Refuge isn’t 
the answer to higher prices at the 
pump. Breaking our dependence 
on oil is the solution. Senators 
Kerry (D-MA) and Hollings (D- 
SC) are sponsoring legislation that 
will make cars go farther on a gal- 
lon of gas. 

By raising the average fuel 
economy of American cars and 
light trucks to 35 miles per gallon 
by 2013, we can decrease our 
dependence on oil, protect our 
precious public lands, including 
the Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge, and save American fami- 
lies millions of dollars at the gas 
pump. The US Senate must take a 
stand on this issue, for the good of 
the economy and the country.

New police dispatcher Donny 
Pattullo is still waiting for his 
name tag. 

So far, he seems to be getting 
along fine without it. 

The 24-year-old is the third 
generation of the Pattullo clan to 
don blue uniforms at the Andover 
Police Department. The Pattullo 
name is familiar at the station, 
where one month ago, Donny Pat- 
tullo started following in the fami- 
ly footsteps. 

The legacy started with his 
grandfather, Lt. Hector Pattullo, 
who passed away in June after 36 
years with the department. 

“I think if he was around he’d 
be very proud of me,” Donny Pat- 
tullo says. 

He’s the nephew of Police 


Chief Brian Pattullo; son of Det. 
Sgt. Don Pattullo; and nephew of 
Andover firefighter Cliff Pattullo, 
who started out his career in public 
safety as a dispatcher, in the area 
where Donny Pattullo now sits. 

They’re members of the only 
family with three generations who 
worked together at the town’s cur- 
rent public safety center. Don, 
Cliff and Brian each worked with 
their father for a number of years 
before he retired from the force. 

“(Cliff) would dispatch, we’d 
be on patrol and Dad would be the 
lieutenant (on duty),” Brian Pattul- 
lo says. 

It all started with three brothers, 
Don, David — who never worked 
in public safety — and Brian, grow- 
ing up in a single bedroom at their

Memorial Circle home. They 
moved to Stevens Street and into a 
bedroom not much larger, when 
“Cliffy”, as oldest sibling Don 
affectionately calls his baby broth- 
er, came along. Overseeing the 
boys was their mother, Beatrice, 
and their father, Hector, who 
donned his blue uniform every 
day. 

“They sacrificed a lot because 
they didn’t make much money,” 
says Brian Pattullo. “It was com- 
fortable, but there were no frills.” 

“Dad made a good, honest liv- 
ing,” says Don Pattullo. “People 
respected him and we felt highly 
of that.” 

Don Pattullo carried that feeling 
with him when he started a high- 
school job working as the police 
maintenance man in the summer 
of 1969, back when the station was 
located on Barnard Street. He 
Started working full-time as a dis- 
patcher in 1974, and became an 
officer in 1980. He worked along- 
side his father for 16 years. 

“He was a fair guy, always 
looking out for the little person,” 
Don Pattullo says. “Whenever the 
heat was on, he wouldn’t get 
upset.” 

He convinced his brother Brian, 
who went to school for business 
administration, to take the police 
exam. 

“So I decided to try it for a few 
years,” says Brian Pattullo, who 
became an officer in 1981. “One 
thing led to the next.” 

Pattullo became chief in 1998. 
With the territory came new nick- 
names for his siblings: CBB, 
Chief’s Big Brother, for Don Pat- 
tullo; and CLB, Chief’s Little 
Brother, for Cliff Pattullo. 

Cliff started out in the family

business -public safety - in 1986. 
He took the police exam, and 
while he was waiting for a slot to 
open up he took the fire exam and 
the fire chief hired him. He’s 
worked for the fire department 
ever since, turning down opportu- 
hities to return to the police depart- 
ment three times. 

Though he and his brothers are 
on different sides of the fence — in 


some communities, fire and police 
departments butt heads — they say 
they get along well. 
“We get along and bust each 
other on it,” says Brian Pattullo. 
They say the family team 
would be nowhere without their 
mother, Beatrice, who would sit 
home night after night listening to 
the sirens. “It was probably hard

Money in hand, candidate Tolman makes pitch 


By Neil Fater 

Warren Tolman is the only can- 
didate for governor who’s a Clean 
Elections candidate. He promotes 
that prominently on his campaign 
Web site. As a Clean Elections 
candidate, he finally was able to 
collect about $580,000 last week 
for his campaign. 

But that doesn’t mean he wants 
to be known as the Clean Elections 
candidate — at least it means he 
doesn’t want to be known only as 
the Clean Elections candidate. “I 
never embarked on this campaign 
to focus on Clean Elections. I want 
to talk about reform issues in par- 
ticular,” he says. “I want to take on 
some of these tougher issues using 
Clean Elections as a means to that 
end of getting big money out of the 
political process.” 

But Tolman and his campaign 
staff were thrilled to get their big 
money last week courtesy of the 


courts. Tolman says he spent only 
$500 in the month before the state 
caucus as he waited for the Clean 
Elections money voted by state 
residents to become available. As a 
result, he has less than half of the 
delegates he will need to get on the 
Democratic primary ballot and, 
like candidates Robert Reich and 
Steve Grossman, will look to sway 
delegates committed to other can- 
didates on second or subsequent 
convention ballots. 

However, Tolman steers clear 
of saying the state should sell off 
land, if necessary, to fund Clean 
Elections candidates, as some have 
considered. “I wasn’t thinking of 
selling things as much as putting 
liens on things to get the resources 
necessary,” he says, before remov- 
ing himself from the issue entirely. 
“We'll let the lawyers sort through 
that stuff. I’m obviously a promi- 
nent player here and I’m a lawyer, 


but I’m not a lawyer representing 
myself, thank God.” 

Then, he’s off and running: 
“The day of special interests domi- 
nating on Beacon Hill has to end...” 


Targeting Andover 
In a phone conversation with

the Townsman, Tolman took 
advantage of an opportunity to tar- 
get his plan to Andover. He dis- 
cussed the need to change the state 
formula that distributes education 
funding. Tolman wants communi- 
ties with high growth rates and 
“disproportionately high property 
values” to get more cash. 

“I think (Andover) frankly 
doesn’t get its full share of Ed 
Reform money because it’s a com- 
munity that is more affluent,” says 
Tolman. “I don’t think the Ed 
Reform formula always helps 
those communities as it should.” 

Tolman also addressed traffic, 
Open-space and trust issues. 

“I’m going to be a governor 
who will focus on transportation 
issues that are important for the 
people who commute to Boston 
from the north. We’re going to 
have a transportation plan, which 
would distinguish us from the cur- 


rent regime,” he says. “We’re 
going to have someone who focus- 
es on ‘smart growth.’ There’s still 
some beautiful areas of Andover 
that aren’t densely populated at 
this point, and we want to maintain 
whatever open space we can and 
preserve the character of some of 
these communities, not encourage 
more of the traffic jams. 

“But more importantly, | know 
the people are not going to agree 
with me on every issue. The 
important thing is that they have a 
governor who will lead, who will 
provide direction.” 

If elected, Tolman says he’d 
consider his first term a failure if, by 
the end of it, “I didn’t have more 
people respecting and feeling good 
about the (state) leadership.” 

Pushed for more tangible first- 
term necessities, he focuses on 
improving the lives of the state’s

“Certainly, I support the con- 
cept,” he says. 


Comprehensive permits 

Tolman also supports the concept 
of providing more affordable hous- 
ing, particularly to allow people 
such as nurses and teachers to live in 
the communities where they work. 
But he admits that Ch. 40B, the state 
plan to promote more affordable 
housing, “hasn't worked as desired,” 

If a local zoning board turns 
down a housing project, the law 
allows a developer to avoid local 


zoning regulations by appealing to 
the state with a new affordable- 
housing plan. In Andover, this has 
led to developers filing more dense- 
ly packed affordable-housing plans 
with the state after original plans 
have not met with Andover zoning- 
or planning-board approval. 

Tolman says he would change 
the 40B law to help prevent devel- 
opers from doing an end-run around 
local zoning if the zoning boards 
turn down their plans. 

“I would freeze the site for a 
year, have an automatic freeze. If 
(developers) make a proposal, 
(they) cannot then go back to the 
state and try to ram it down the 
community's throat for one year,” 
he says. “Time, as you know, is 
money for developers, and this will 
discourage the type of behavior that 
has been so difficult for so many 
communities.”

Bach says that every teacher and 
principal must have a five-year 
professional development plan, or 
the state will refuse to renew that 
person's license. She herself must 
follow a development plan with 
the completion of courses and pro- 
grams. 

Tom Meyers, Andover High 
School social studies teacher and 
president of the Andover teachers’ 
association, supports that spend- 
ing. He traveled to a conference at 
Harvard University recently to 
hear a political scientist talk about 
the situation in Afghanistan. His

Stapezynski has budgeted even 
less at $74,000. 

Some employees, like the 
building inspector and the nurse.

Stapezynski also encour- 
ages all his department heads to 
get involved and stay abreast of 
the goings-on in other communi- 
ties.

Steve Bucuzzo, assistant town 
manager, travels to in-state affairs 
to further his education.

mayor ordered no traveling for 
this particular fiscal year due to a 
tight budget. 

“When cities and towns are try- 
ing to find ways to trim costs. 
(and) people go to these confer 
ences where there’s hotel expens- 
es and travel expenses, it doesn’t 
give the best of impressions,” he 
save 

Stapezynski spends most of his 
$3,500 travel money on an annual 
conference, the International City 
Management Association 

“The airfare is included, (as is) 
the conference registration (which 
costs) between $500 to $800... a 
special field trip, and hotels and 
meals,” he says. 

Between the town and schools. 
the total budgeted money for next 
year’s professional development is 
$838,000. Although that figure is 
more than half of the $1.13 mil- 
lion override, Stapezynski Says It’s 
the wrong place to look for further 
cuts. 

“Andover residents,” he Says, 
“want us to be held accountable 
for the budget, but at the same 
time they want us to be held to a 
high standard of professionalism 
and be well-trained.” 


On SPED costs, Smith likes audit, Kruse criticizes state

The Townsman asked both can- 
didates for School Committee the 
following question: 

The costs of special education 
are rising every year. Do you see 
a way that the Andover School 
System can better pay for this 
state mandated cost? 


Christopher Smith: 

“It’s very important that special 
education costs be closely moni- 
tored. It is also important for the 
district to meet its social obliga- 
tions,” said Smith. 

He called the audit of 
Andover’s special education costs 
requested by Brian Major, “the 
best starting point.” Smith said 


that it was premature to eliminate 
any services the schools Currently 
provide, but that “a close look at 
every expenditure” needed to be 
made. He called the schools’ pre- 
liminary budget a “good first 
attempt” but added that “there 
may be some opportunities to 
keep costs down.” 

He closed his response by say- 
ing, “The tax payers of Andover 
need, want and deserve represen- 
tation (that will provide) viable 
and excellent education with an 
eye on fiscal conservatism and 
responsibility.”

Margaret Kruse: 

“The state has promised to pay 
more (special education costs) but 
has not lived up to it. I don’t 
expect that to happen,” said Kruse.

HEN THINGS 
go bump in 
the night, 


Bob Abagis 
isn’t too far behind. Be it in 
haunted inn or darkened 
cemetery, the 13-year-old 
West Middle School student 
comes armed with a high- 
end video camera ready to 
tackle the unexplained. 

Bob then directs and 
edits freelance television 
programs that he and his 
mother, Carolyn Abagis, 
sell to local cable stations. 

Asked what his scariest 
assignment was, Bob says 
with a shudder that it was 
the story they did on the 
Red Brick Inn in Greenville, 
N.H. Abagis had heard that 
the inn was haunted and 
decided to stay overnight 
and take her three children. 

“We heard noises in the 
hall,” says Bob. Abagis Says 
she thought that the help 
was playing pranks on 
them. However, when they 
heard knocking at the door 
and found no one in the 
hallway they decided it was 
time to get out. But Bob’s 
mom forgot her purse back 
in their room. 

“They didn’t want to go 
up,” says Bob of his mother 
and younger brother and 
sister.

that he first must decide 
Where to film his subjects.

THE IMPORTANCE OF FLOSSING —— 


Brushing, by itself, is not enough to effectively disrupt plaque formation that contributes to 
tooth decay. To get to the places between teeth where bristles often do not reach, itis necessary 
to floss. Proper flossing technique involves taking about 18 inches of floss and winding most of it 
around the forefinger of one hand and the rest around the same finger on the other hand. Holding 
the floss taut between thumbs and forefingers, guide it between the teeth with a gentle rubbing 
motion. When the floss reaches the gumiine, curve it against one tooth in a “c” shape. Repeat on 
each tooth, periodically releasing clean floss from one finger by winding up used floss on the 
other.

Hear all about it! 

Cambridge SoundWorks, the speak- 
ers and audio-systems retailer, has just 
moved its corporate headquarters to 
town — and that could make the name 
“Andover” music to audiophiles’ ears.

“The thing that got us was the con-

its sales have remained Steady, she 
adds. 

“One reason we do so well is our 
value.

Three members to be appointed by the Town Manager, subject to the confirmation by the Board of 
Selectmen, one member to be appointed for a term of one year and thereafter for a term of three years 
and two members to be appointed for a term of two years and thereafter for a term of three years. 


Should any of the Commissions, Boards or Committees who have appointment authority under this 
Chapter be no longer in existence for whatever reason, the appointment authority for that Commission. 
Board or Committee shall become the responsibility of the Town Manager subject to the confirmation of 
the Board of Selectmen.

(1) The Community Preservation Committee shall Study the needs, possibilities and resources of 
the Town regarding Community Preservation.

(2) The Community Preservation Committee shall make recommendations to the Town Meeting 
for the acquisition, creation and preservation of open space, for the acquisition and preservation of 
historic resources, for the acquisition, creation and preservation of land for recreational use, for the 
creation, preservation and support of community housing and for rehabilitation or restoration of such 


(3) The Community Preservation Committee may include in its recommendation to the Town 
Meeting a recommendation to set aside for later spending funds for specific Purposes that are 
consistent with Community Preservation but for which sufficient revenues are not then available in the 
Community Preservation Fund to accomplish that specific Purpose or to set aside for later spending 
funds for general Purposes that are consistent with Community Preservation. 

Chapter 3: Requirement for a quorum and cost estimates 

The Community Preservation Committee shall not meet or conduct business without the presence of a 
quorum. A majority of the members of the Community Preservation Committee shail constitute a

This chapter may be amended from time to time by a majority vote of the Town Meeting, provided that 
the amendments would not cause a conflict to occur with Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 44B. 


Chapter 5: Severability
